and return at midnight The fare 
Is $2.50. Morning and afternoon 
cruises leave visitors at both

Paddle boats, row boats and a 


Swan boat are available on the 
Tidal Basin for those who like 
to travel In circles. Boats may 
be rented at night Call Govern- 
ment Services, Inc. for Informa- 
tion.
